has grown from a fur-trading, salmon and timber-rich com- 
munity of the 1800s to “the next great destination,” accord- 
ing to Sunset magazine’s “Best of the West 2006.” 

Nestled against the hills along the Columbia River, 
Astoria’s numerous Victorian homes overlook the town 
named for the early fur trader, John Jacob Astor.

The Columbia River Maritime Museum, where the region’s 
rich maritime legacy comes alive, is a “must see” for visitors 
to Astoria. The official maritime museum of the state of Ore- 
gon, it is the first nationally-accredited maritime museum on 
the Northwest Coast. It houses one of the most extensive col- 


lections of nautical artifacts on the West Coast. 

Examine marine transportation from the days of dugout 
canoes to the present. Walk the bridge of a World War II ves- 
sel. Board the Columbia, a lightship that once guided ships to 
safety at the mouth of the Columbia River.

The Astoria Column 

No visit to the North Coast would be complete without a 
stop at the Astoria Column. Standing 125 feet tall, high atop 
Coxcomb Hill, the Column offers panoramic views of the Pacif- 
ic Ocean, Oregon and Washington Coast mountain ranges, 
Columbia River and the city of Astoria. 

This remarkable one-of-a-kind structure is the product of 
the ardent promotion of commerce and travel by the Great 
Northern Railway. Built in 1926, the Column’s 14 25-foot-long 
scenes represent the triumphs, conflicts and turning points of 
the Pacific Northwest. The artwork is known as sgraffito, an 
Italian art form that combines carving and painting into the con- 
crete structure. Over 400,000 visitors are drawn to this jewel 
on the hill and discover the fascinating pieces of American Indi- 
an, U.S. and Oregon history. 

The Column is open dawn to dusk. The on-site gift shop 
and information center is open during the winter from 10 a.m 
to 4 p.m., with summer hours 9 a.m. to 6 p.m. Whether you 
come to fly a glider from the top, enjoy a beverage or snack, 
or a souvenir from the gift shop, there is something for every- 
one at the Column. There is a $1 parking fee. Historical and 
group tours available by arrangement.

Clatsop County Historical Society’s 


Heritage Museum, 1618 Exchange St. 

Designed in 1904 by Portland architect Emil Schacht, 
the building housing the museum was originally built as 
Astoria’s City Hall. It is now home to the Clatsop Coun- 
ty Historical Society’s archives and research library. 

Two local economic engines since 1870, and for most 
of the 20th century, were logging and fishing. Both are rep- 
resented by an extensive display of tools, equipment and 
photographs. 

Astoria’s colorful past, when it was known as a party 
town for sailors up and down the West Coast, is portrayed 
in the permanent exhibit “Vice and Virtue in Clatsop 
County.” The exhibit features the partial reconstruction of 
an in-famous Astoria saloon. 

The museum is open 10 a.m. to 5 p.m. April through 
September, and 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. October through March. 
Admission is $3 for adults; $2 for seniors, students and 
AAA members; and $1 for children 6 to 17. Free for chil- 
dren younger than 5.

storia is not a theme park. In a nation that is 
(AG eee anonymous, Astoria is a very par- 
ticular place. The town has an abundance of curiosi- 
ties, nooks and crannies. 

The patient observer who walks Astoria’s hills in all 
weather will be rewarded. On sunny days, the town 
sparkles and you wonder why more people don’t live 
here. On foggy days, the town’s magnificent collection of 
Victorian homes are seen as if through a soft-focus lens. 
In the rain, walk Astor Street by the river and imagine the 
Barbary Coast atmosphere that prevailed at the turn of the 
century, when houses of prostitution dotted the waterfront 
and sailors were shanghaied from saloons. 


Here are some of the town’s curiosities: 

* On an obscure vacant lot, amidst foliage and beneath 
a spreading tree, is an obelisk marking the first U.S. post 
office west of the Rocky Mountains. It is on the east side 
of 15th Street between Exchange Street and Franklin 
Avenue. 

* In the block at 15th and Exchange streets is the spot 
where Fort Astoria stood. This is where it all began. 
Notice the marble marker to Ranald MacDonald at the east 
side of this lot, with English language on one side and 
Japanese characters on the other. 

* On the northeast corner of the intersection of 
Exchange and Ninth streets, there is a stone which marks 
the southern edge of the great Astoria Fire of 1922. 

* The Doughboy monument on the south side of the 
2100 block of Marine Drive contains the first public 
restrooms to be placed on the National Register of His- 
toric Places. 

* The Astoria Riverfront Trolley is a delightful way to 
see the town. 

* Astoria and the North Coast are home to an astound- 
ing array of theatrical and musical talent. Catch a pro- 
duction at the River Theater or see “Shanghaied in Asto- 
ria” at the Old Finnish Meat Market. Venture inside the 
Liberty Theater at Commercial and 12th streets to see the 
rich decorative plaster in this former vaudeville/motion 
picture palace. 

* A replica of the first U.S. Customs house west of the 
Rockies stands in the 3300 block of Lief Erickson Drive. 

* Get “The Captain’s Walking Tour of Downtown 
Astoria” and the “Pilot’s Walking Tour of Downtown 
Astoria” by Bruce Berney. They are available at the Asto- 
ria-Warrenton Area Chamber of Commerce.

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Lewis and Clark Bicentennial

here were no highways, hotels 

or grocery stores here when 
Lewis and Clark and their tiny 
party reached the Pacific Ocean at 
the end of a 4,000-mile cross- 
country trek. 

But for modern-day visitors, it’s 
still not too difficult to find a quiet 
stretch of beach, a lonely headland 
or peaceful meadow where, with a 
little imagination, they can cast them- 
selves back two centuries and see the 
landscape much as those intrepid 
explorers found it. 

The Lewis and Clark saga is 
woven deep into the fabric of North 
Coast history, and the 200th anniver- 
sary of the Corps of Discovery's 
arrival has brought new attention to the 
story and the settings where it all took place, inspiring the cre- 
ation of a new national park and several attractions illuminat- 
ing their story. 

This year sees not only the culmination of the local Lewis 
and Clark Bicentennial commemoration, but also the dedica- 
tion of the “new” Fort Clatsop, the replica of Lewis and Clark’s 
winter encampment built to replace the 50-year-old fort that was 
destroyed by an accidental fire last year. 

Sent westward by President Thomas Jefferson to explore

the continent as far as the Pacific Ocean, Captains Meriwether 
Lewis and William Clark and the other 31 members of their 
party were undertaking an endeavor as ambitious in its day as 
the Apollo moon mission. In its year-and-a-half journey west, 
the group made contact with several Native American tribes, 
discovered many previously unknown plant and animal species 
and helped strengthen the claim of a fledgling United States to 
the Pacific Northwest.

After a relatively easy paddle down 
the lower Columbia River in their dugout 
canoes, the party reached a campsite on 
the north shore at Pillar Rock, just 
upstream from present-day Astoria, 
where on Noy. 7, 1805 Clark’s journal 
entry — “Great joy in camp we are in 
View of the Ocian” — revealed the 
group’s happiness at the apparent end 
of their mission. But Clark was mistak- 
en — the party was still about 20 miles 
from the mouth of the river, and the next 
few days would test the explorers as they 
struggled down that last stretch through 
a series of fierce winter storms. 

After several perilous days virtually 
stranded on the north shore of the river 
at a site Clark dubbed a “dismal nitch,” 
on Nov. 15, the Corps reached a sandy 
beach it christened Station Camp, just 
east of present-day Chinook, Wash., 
where the group, finally “in full view of 
the Ocian,” declared its mission fulfilled. 
After polling the members, including 
Sacagawea and Clark’s slave York, the 
captains decided to find an encampment 
on the south side of the river where the 
party could spend the winter before 
beginning its return journey. 

Fort Clatsop, named for the local 
Clatsop Indian tribe, was the Corps’ 
home during the long, wet winter from 
late December to March. The crude log 
structure near the bank of a small river 
provided the explorers shelter from the 
rain, damp and cold as they replaced 
their tattered clothing, explored the sur- 
rounding area and made detailed obser- 
vations of the area’s plants, wildlife and 
native inhabitants. 

The original Fort Clatsop succumbed 
to the elements not long after the explor- 
ers’ departure, but the site of their 
encampment soon became a sight-seeing 
draw for local settlers. In 1955 local com- 
munity members built a replica of the fort 
that became a Northwest icon and the 


centerpiece of Fort Clatsop National 
Memorial. 

The fire that destroyed the beloved 
fort in October 2005 shocked and sad- 
dened local residents and Lewis and 
Clark enthusiasts across the country, but 
even as logs still smoldered the park and 
community members began making 
plans for the fort to rise again. 

The new Fort Clatsop, built with vol- 
unteer help and based on new research 
into the original fort’s appearance, is due 
to be completed by late spring 2006. It 
will again host interpreters, in authentic 
dress, portraying actual members of the 
party for visitors and giving demonstra- 
tions of frontier survival skills. The adja- 
cent visitor center offers films and dis- 
plays about the expedition and the local 
Native Americans who hosted them.

The new two-state, multisite park encom- 
passes historic sites and attractions that 
illuminate the entire story of the explor- 
ers’ arrival and stay at the mouth of the 
Columbia River. 


* Clark’s “Dismal Nitch” — A 
vicious winter storm stranded the party 
on a tiny piece of shoreline, for almost a 
week in November 1805. It is one mile 
east of the Astoria Bridge on Washing- 
ton State Route 4. The site is commem- 
orated today with an interpretive sign at 
the nearby Megler Rest Area. 

¢ Fort to Sea Trail — After the party 
picked the location for its winter quarters 
in December 1805, Capt. Clark led a 
group of men westward from the fort to 
find a usable route to the ocean and a site 
where they hoped to set up a camp for 
extracting salt from seawater.

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The new six-mile trail follows the general route blazed 
by Clark from Fort Clatsop, crossing over forested hills, pas- 
tures and waterways and ending at Sunset Beach. 

* Salt cairn— A group of men from the expedition set up 
camp at present-day Seaside to boil seawater for salt, an 
important ingredient for preserving meat. A replica of the salt- 
works is located on Lewis and Clark Way in Seaside. 

* Ecola State Park — Capt. Clark led a party over 
Tillamook Head to present-day Cannon Beach to trade 
with local Indians for oil and blubber from a beached whale. 
The park offers dramatic views of the Pacific shoreline, just 
north of Cannon Beach, and includes the new Clatsop Loop 
Trail that retraces a section of the route the explorers 
walked. 

* Cape Disappointment State Park — Several members 
of the expedition hiked over the scenic bluffs of this coastal 
landmark in Ilwaco, Wash., where they watched “with 
estonishment the high waves dashing against the rocks.” The 
park’s Lewis and Clark Interpretive Center, perched on a 
rocky bluff overlooking the mouth of the Columbia River, 
was recently renovated and expanded, and contains fasci- 
nating displays not only of the Lewis and Clark saga but also 
the region’s Native American tribes, 19th-century military 
installations, shipwrecks and other local history. 

* Fort Stevens State Park — The Clatsop Indians, who 
traded with Lewis and Clark during their stay at Fort Clat- 
sop, had a village at Point Adams. The village site, marked 
today by a cedar longhouse, is one of many attractions at this 
3,200-acre park in Warrenton includes historic coastal 
artillery installations, camping sites, hiking and bike-riding 
trails and the wreck of the sailing ship Peter Iredale. 

¢ Fort Columbia State Park — Lewis and Clark hiked 
over this headland as they explored the north shore of the 
Columbia River, just east of Chinook, Wash. Batteries, guns 
and barracks from the coastal artillery installation con- 
structed there in the late 1800s are open to the public.

Cullaby Lake 


Looking for the choice location to water-ski on the North 
Coast? Go to Cullaby Lake. Beginning kayakers, canoers and 
sail boarders, don’t despair. The lake is also a good site for 
you. You'll also find picnic, volleyball, fishing, hiking and 
horseshoes facilities, plus a boat dock at the lake. Gear and 
accessories are available from rental shops in Warrenton 
and Astoria. To get to Cullaby Lake, head south on U.S. High- 
way 101 toward Seaside. Just past Warrenton, signs mark the 
Cullaby Lake turnoff on the left side of the road. 


Youngs River Falls 

Follow Lewis and Clark’s footsteps on the trail to the 65- 
foot waterfall. Once there, relax and enjoy a picnic. The trail 
to the waterfall has been improved with the addition of steps. 

Interpretive panels at the site tell the story of the Corps of 
Discovery. 

To visit Youngs River Falls, travel east on Oregon High- 
way 202 to Olney and turn right at the sign directing you to 
the nearby waterfall.

mouth of the Columbia River from Fort Stevens. Eighty 
years later, on the night of June 21, 1942, Fort Stevens 
gained distinction as the only military installation in the con- 
tinental United States to have been fired on since the War 
of 1812. A Japanese submarine roaming offshore that night 
fired 17 shells at the fort. There was no damaged inflicted, 
and Fort Stevens did not fire back. 

The park includes 20th century gun batteries and an 
excellent history museum. Every summer, historical re- 
enactment groups put on battles and maneuvers sure to 
thrill military enthusiasts. 

Hike or bike on one of the park’s numerous trails 
through groves of trees and miles of sand dunes. 

Don’t miss the Peter Iredale shipwreck, the skeleton of 
a British bark that ran aground in 100 years ago in 1906. 


Fort Clatsop 

Fort Clatsop is one of the North Coast’s most popular 
historic attractions. It is part of the Lewis & Clark Nation- 
al Historical Park that was formed in 2005 to include his- 
toric sites in Oregon and Washington where members of the 
Lewis and Clark Expedition explored. 

Living history demonstrations will take place in sum- 
mer, in which park rangers dress in buckskins, to show what 
life might have been like for those early explorers. 

There are exhibits with several Lewis and Clark-era 
artifacts inside the memorial. Outside there is a picnic area 
and hiking trails.

Fishermen’s Memorial 
Lighthouse Park 


At the main intersection in downtown Warrenton is 
Lighthouse Park. This park stands in memorial to the men 
and women who worked in the fishing industry. A huge 
rusty anchor used in the 1860s, netted by a fisherman 12 
miles off Tillamook Head, and a mid-20th century mount- 
ed harpoon gun, complement the little lighthouse. The 
interpretive center houses artifacts, photos and artwork 
chronicling decades of fishing off the mouth of the Colum- 
bia River.

* The livery stable on Pacific Way was likely one of the 
first structures built in the city in 1910. Stables of such age are 
extremely rare, as they usually disappeared when cars replaced 
horses, but Gearhart’s remained and was used for James 
Nicol’s riding academy until 1960. 

* The Trail’s End Art Center is located at 656 A St., ina 
two-room schoolhouse dating back to 1902. In the early 
1950s, a small group of artists turned it into an art center. 
Monthly shows highlight the works of the Trail’s End Art 
Association’s members. The gallery offers works for sale and 
art classes. The gallery is open from 11 a.m. to 4 p.m. 
Wednesday through Sunday. For information, call (503)

* Gearhart’s former railroad station stands behind the 
Dairy Queen at the intersection of Pacific Way and U.S. 
Highway 101. Beside the store is the historic home of William 
Badger — the first black elected official in Oregon, a member 
of the Gearhart City Council in the 1920s.

ife at the beach doesn’t get 
| ace: better than Seaside. The 
oceanside getaway stretches 
between the ruggedly majestic 
Tillamook Head and the mouths of 
the meandering Necanicum River 
and Neawanna Creek, a grand beach 
and fun-loving town. 

Lining the Pacific Ocean is the 
Prom, a two-mile walkway built in 
the 1920s. Beach-goers and frolic- 
some families have gravitated to 
Seaside for generations, sauntering 
along Broadway and other streets 
amid the scent of salt water taffy to 
sample the shops, restaurants and 
recreation. 


Lewis and Clark 


Salt Works 
The Salt Works in Seaside 
marks the site where the Lewis and 
Clark expedition set up a camp and 
boiled sea water to obtain salt for 
use at the fort and on the return 


journey to St. Louis. 


The salt cairn display is located 
near the Prom at Lewis and Clark 
Way, south of the Turnaround. 

The salt works in Seaside was 
crucial to the early explorers, who 
used salt to cure meat. Altogether, 
members of the expedition ate about 
10 pounds of meat per day — equal 
to dining on 40 quarter-pound ham- 
burgers!

Exhibits reflect the attitude of 
the Seaside Museum and Historical 
Society’s theme: “Seaside has long 
been a place to live, work and play.”

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View a large collection of photographs portraying the 
town’s history in the making. Especially fascinating are the 
changing scenes (and names) of Broadway. Beautiful hotels, 
an indoor ocean-water pool and businesses have come and gone 
along the street. Even earlier pictures depict the road as not 
much more than a dirt path with a few houses and campsites 
along its sides. 

Adjacent to the museum building is the Butterfield C ottage, 
constructed in 1893. It has been interpretively restored to 
depict a beach cottage and rooming house of 1912. 

The museum, 570 Necanicum Drive, (503) 738-7065, is 
open in winter from noon to 3 p.m. daily and from10 a.m. to 
4 p.m. in summer. Admission is $3 for adults, $2 for seniors, 
$1 for students and free for children younger than 6. 


Seaside Aquarium 
The Seaside Aquarium, located at the end of Second 

Avenue and North Promenade (about two blocks north of 
the Seaside Turnaround), is a landmark in this seaside town. 
Built in the 1920s, the structure housing the aquarium was used 
as a large saltwater swimming pool and converted to an aquar- 
ium in 1937, 

Visitors enjoy the “Discovery Center” with its hands-on 
open tank that allows them to touch starfish and anemones. 

The Seaside Aquarium is the first in the world to suc- 
cessfully breed harbor seals — and a favorite attraction for the 
younger set is the seal-feeding tank. The seals have developed 
different calls and behavior to convince you to throw a morsel 
their way. Admission is charged. Open daily at 9 a.m. For more 
information, call (503) 738-6211. 


Sunset Pool 

The Sunset Empire Park and Recreation District, 1140 
Broadway, offers residents and visitors alike myriad oppor- 
tunities to stretch the mind and body. 

The district includes the Sunset Pool, an indoor, heated 
swimming pool with a play slide. Family and open swims are 
offered throughout the week. 

The district also programs a variety of activities at the 
Community Center, Senior Center and the Seaside Youth 
Center. 

The Seaside Youth Center runs a drop-in program for 
youth ages 6 to 19 offering billiards, ping pong, electronic 
games, computer access, programmed activities, movies and 
a popular summer camp for youngsters. 

Enjoy a workout at the new fitness room or drop in on a 
circuit training class. Expect a new skate park in the summer 
of 2006 or use the temporary one until then.

Largest Sitka spruce 


| Pie to be the largest of its species in the world, a baro- 
nial Sitka spruce tree draws more than 95,000 people a 
year to Klootchy Creek County Park. When last measured in 
1973, the tree was 52 feet, 6 inches in circumference and 216 
feet tall with a 93-foot crown spread. 

The Columbus Day Storm of 1962 blew off the top of the 
tree. A lightning bolt in the early 1970s left a scar partway 
up the trunk. Estimated to be 400 years old, the spruce shows 
its age. 

On a beautiful summer day, easily 1,000 people drop by 
the park along U.S. Highway 26, five miles east of Seaside. 
Even in the winter months, the park draws many local fish- 
ermen who come to dip their lines in the Necanicum River.

he coastal village of Cannon Beach has been known 

through the West as an artists’ colony. Dominating the 
town and inspiring awe in tourists and residents is the mag- 
nificent monolith, Haystack Rock, accompanied by a two-mile 
swath of beach. 

On a typical summer weekend, kites brighten the sky with 
their rainbow colors while beachcombers hunt for treasures. 
Throngs of shoppers find unusual gifts, distinctive fashions and 
unique works of art in dozens of shops and galleries along the 
flower-filled downtown streets. 


Haystack Rock 


A must-see for visitors and artists in Cannon Beach is the 
town’s famed Haystack Rock right on the beach, the world’s 
third largest monolith at 235 feet. 

The other monoliths near Haystack Rock are called the Nee- 
dles. 

Keep a lookout for Cannon Beach’s unofficial mascot 
who loves to nest on Haystack Rock during the summer: the 
tufted puffin. The black birds have orange bills and white feath- 
ers above their eyes appearing in tufts. 

Another popular feature at Haystack Rock is its tide pools 
of starfish, anemone and little crabs. Summer programs are 
offered for visitors. Haystack Rock is a federally-designated 
marine garden and its sea life is protected — visitors are not 
allowed to remove life forms or climb on the rocks. 


Ecola State Park 


Just north of Cannon Beach, Ecola State Park is a prime 
spot for whale watching and picnics. The great expanse of Ore- 
gon rain forest in the park is laced with trails and stunning views 
of the Pacific Ocean, Cannon Beach, Haystack Rock and the 
Tillamook Rock Lighthouse. Ecola State Park is a good bird- 
watching site and interpretive signs describe the bird species 
that thrive here — puffins, herons, murres and cormorants. 

The park has restrooms, picnic tables and barbecue facil- 
ities. It’s a day-use only state park, and there is an entrance fee.

Tillamook Pioneer Museum 

The Tillamook Pioneer Museum, established in 1935, 
brims with more than 35,000 artifacts. 

See a replica of the stump house Tillamook’s first white 
settler lived in after he arrived by whaleboat in 1851. 

The sheriff's vault contains a large gun collection, includ- 
ing a 6-pound cannon ball. It is believed Capt. Robert Gray fired 
this when he entered Tillamook Bay in 1788. 

The last stagecoach to make the mail run from Tillamook 
to Yamhill in 1911 is in the basement. Also tucked into the 
basement is a blacksmith shop, a replica of a kitchen, wash- 
ing machines, cameras, radios, typewriters and, of course, 
cheese-making equipment. 

The museum is located at 2106 Second St. Admission is 
$3 for adults, $2.50 for seniors. Hours are 9 a.m. to 5 p.m. Tues- 
day through Friday and 10 a.m. to 4 p.m. Saturday. The muse- 
um is closed Sundays, Mondays and major holidays. For 
more information, call (503) 842-4553. 


Garibaldi Museum 

Situated in a post-and-beam constructed building with 
cathedral ceilings and stained glass windows, the museum tells 
the story of Capt. Robert Gray and the maritime history of the 
Pacific Northwest.

The station, museum and shop are on Pioneer Road off San- 
dridge Road and Pacific Highway. The research bogs are 
open dawn to dusk. The museum and gift shop are open April 
December.

Fort Columbia 

The U.S. Army built the fort in the late 19th century, with 
Fort Canby, now called Cape Disappointment State Park, in 
Washington and Fort Stevens in Oregon, to defend the coast 
against possible invaders. Three batteries armed the fort — the 
first was Battery Ord, named for a lieutenant killed in the Span- 
ish-American War. It was completed in 1898. The other bat- 
teries are Crenshaw and Murphy. 

Restored buildings and historical displays provide a glimpse 
into the fort’s military era. The original barracks and com- 
manding officer’s house still stand, along with some of the other 
buildings on officers’ row. The enlisted men’s barracks at Fort 
Columbia serve as a historical interpretive center. 

Recreational facilities are limited to short trails and picnic 
tables below the upper gun battery. Although the park fronts 
the Columbia River, steep bluffs prevent access to the water. 

Fort Columbia is on U.S. Highway 101, two miles south- 
east of Chinook, Wash., at the west end of the highway tun- 
nel. There are 26 picnic sites, restrooms and parking, but no 
camping.

1. Fort Clatsop National Memorial, the site of the Lewis and 
Clark Corps of Discovery’s winter encampment of 1805-06. 
The replica fort was built from drawings. Interpreters in 
authentic costumes give demonstrations of wilderness sur- 
vival skills. The visitor center has displays and films. Hiking 
trails run through the site. See pages 26-28 for more infor- 
mation. 

2. Fort Stevens State Park was a military installation for 
World War II. Gun batteries, a campground, a lake and 
miles of bike trails grace the site. See page 30 for more 
information. 

3. Cullaby Lake and Carnahan County Park are popular for 
swimming, boating, fishing and picnicking. 

4. Clark’s “Dismal Nitch,” where a winter storm stranded the 
Lewis and Clark party ona tiny piece of shoreline for 
almost a week in November 1805. It is one mile east of the 
Astoria Bridge on Washington State Route 4. 

5. Station Camp, just east of present-day Chinook, Wash., 
where the Lewis and Clark group finally was “in full view of 
the Ocian,” and declared its mission fulfilled. After polling 
the members, including Sacagawea and Clark’s slave 
York, the captains decided to find an encampment on the 
south side of the river where the party could spend the win- 
ter before beginning its return journey. 

6. Cape Disappointment State Park, formerly Fort Canby 
State Park, offers camping and hiking near llwaco, Wash. 
It borders the Columbia River and the Pacific Ocean. Visit 
Cape Disappointment Lighthouse and interpretive center.

7. North Head Lighthouse is on the ocean side of the Long 


Beach Peninsula. Tours of the lighthouse and other build-
